That He Advised

CLEVELAND, 0O., Nov. 22 
(UP)—Dr. Lester T. Hoversten 
testified today that Dr. Samuel 
H. Sheppard twice consulted 


him on “the possibility of con- 


sidering a divorce.” 
Dr. Hoversten was the elev- 
enth state witness in its attempt 
to send Dr, Sheppard to the 
electric chair. The state con- 
tends the 30-year-old osteopath 
bludgeoned his wife, Marilyn, to 
death last July 4 after quarrel- 
ing with her about his atten- 
tions to other women. 
Dr. Hoversten, a Glendale, 
(Calif.) osteopath, was a guest in 
the Sheppard home for three 
days prior to the murder. He 
left on July 3. 

Advised Against It. 
On both occasions of Dr. Sam's 
talking about divorce, Dr. Hover- 
sten said, he advised him against 
it. However, he said, he never 
saw Dr. Sheppard with any 
other woman his wife. 
The talks about divorce were 
in 1950 and 1953, Dr. Hoverston 
testified, He said that in 1950, 
Dr. Sheppard had been con- 
cerned about advice from his 
father that he “should realize 
his responsibility as a husband 
and father.” 
In 1953, Dr. Hoversten testi- 
fied, he had consulted Dr. Sam 
to “go slow—be careful—tha 
he should realize Marilyn was 
a wonderful wife, tolerant and 
considerate .. . and that he

McDonnell Gets Supple- 
‘mental $100,000,000 
Order — Big Jet Can 
Carry Atomic Weap- 
ons, Refuel in Air. 


The F-101A Voodoo, reported 


to be one of the “fastest and% © 


most powerful fighter aircraft 
in the world, made its public 
debut today when the first pro- 
duction model was rolled from 
the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
factory at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 

At the same time, J. S. Me- 
Donnell, president, disclosed 


that the company has received 
a supplemental order of more 
than $100,000,000 for the planes 
from the Air Force. This is in 
addition to the initial produc- 
tion order. 

First deliveries of the F-101A 
will be to the Strategic Air 
Command, to meet requirements 
for a long-range fighter aircraft. 
The plane is capable of carry- 
ing atomic weapons, and can be 
refueled in fight to extend its 
range. 

Its Speed Kept Secret. 

No announcement was -made 
as to the speed and perform- 
ance characteristics of the Voo- 
doo except that it was in the 
supersonic class. The North 
American F-100 Super Sabre, 
one of the same general group 
of planes is reported to be in the 
800-mile-an-hour class, — 

The F-l01lA is extremely 
large for a fighter plane. It is 
about 67 feet 5 inches long, 18 
feet high at the top of the ver- 


tical tail fin and has the rela-; 


tively short phy span of slight- 
ly less than 40 feet. Wings and 
horizontal tail surfaces are 
swept back at a 35-degree angle 
for high speed performance. 

By comparison, the F-86 
Sabre, one of the latest jet 
fighters used in Korea, is 37 
feet 5 inches long and has a 
37-foot-l-inch wing span. 

Most of the heavy fuel load 
for the F-101A is carried inside 
the large fuselage. Provisions 
are made for attaching external 
tanks for additional fuel. 


Parachute for Braking. 


The plane also carries a para- 
chute inside a tail compartment, 
to be released as a brake where 
necessary after landing. It has 
retractable speed brakes in the 
aft part of the fuselage for re- 
duction of speed in flight. 

Power ig supplied by two 
Pratt & Whitney J-57 jet en- 
gines installed on each side in 
the lower part of the fuselage. 
Each engine has an output of 
about 10,000 pounds thrust.. At 
a speed of about 750 miles an 
hour this would give the plane} 
a total: power output equivalent 
to oe me 40,000 horse- | 
power...

With a tablecloth for a sail, 
Miami-bound Alfred H. Urness, 
paddling painter from Devils 
Tower, Wyo., set out from St. 


Louis for New Orleans today in 
his eight-foot galvanized steel 
kayak, mended 25 places. 
The tablecloth was rounded 
up by James Howard, operator 
of the Yacht Harbor at the foot 
of Pine street, where Urness 
was towed in yesterday by How- 
ard and Edward Koenig, com- 
modore of - St. Louis Yacht 
Club. 

Before he left, “Urness in 
gratitude turned out a creditable 
likeness of Howard, one of about 
13,000 portrait pencil sketches 
he estimates he has completed 
since taking up art informally 
19 years ago. 

Now Working for Self. 
Now 44 and a bachelor, Urness 
has worked at many jobs, includ- 
ing cowhand, -industrial spray 
painter and circus laborer. ‘“This 
is the first time T've really 
worked for myself,” he said, 
“and tough as it is ’'m really 
enjoying it because for the first 
period in my life I’m working 
for myself and not for the other 
fellow.” 

Farther upstream his boat has 
hit rocks and been a 
from 20 to 30 times, and eac 
time he has soldered it with a 
tiny kit he carries. His total gear, 
lifejacket kayak and all, weighs 
less than 100 pounds. 
“That’s lighter and smaller 
than any outfit I’ve ever seen 
used in an effort to travel this 
river,’ Howard said.

Urness’s art training was ob- 
tained in two years’ private 
study with Arthur Colt, artist 
who teaches at the University 
of Wisconsin, and with the Swed- 
ish marine painted Lars Lund- 
mark.

Born at Odessa in the Ukraine 
on Dec. 10, 1883, Vishinsky was 
the son of a Czarist-appointed 
notary. He went to school in the 
oil city of Baku and at Kiev, 
where he was graduated in law. 

At Kiev he became interested 
in radical politics and joined the 
Social Democrat party about 
1902, During the 1905 revolu- 
tion, the unsuccessful dress re- 
hearsal for the real revolution 
that came 12 years later, he was 
arrested in Baku for leading a 
railroad strike.

The White House said the or- 
der, effective Jan. 23, “Will es- 
tablish a career-type apopint- 
ment system in the reompetitive 
civil service for the first time 
since 1950.” 

Philip Young, chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, told a 
press conference in response to 
a question that his guess was 
that about half of the 450,000 
employes affected have been 
hired since the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration took office in Jan- 
uary .1953. 

The President’s order is de- 
signed also, the White House 
said, to strengthen a civil serv- 
ice regulation which prohibits 
political considerations in ap- 
pointments to jobs in the com- 
petitive civil service. 

No Discrimination. 

The new order states, the 
White House said, that “no dis- 
crimination shall be exercised, 
threatened or promised by any 
person in the executive branch 
of the Federal Government 
against or. in favor of such em- 
ploye, applicant, or eligible be- 
cause of his political affiliation.” 

Young said a civil service reg- 
ulation providing for that has 
been in effect for some time. He 
added that inclusion of the pro- 
hibition in the executive order 
simply gives it formal status. 

The White House recently sent 
out instructions bringing the 
Republican National Committee 
into the picture in the recruit- 
ment of workers for federal 
jobs, particularly some positions 
near the top: 

Asked whether those instruc- 

tions do not conflict with the 
President’s executive order, 
Young replied that in his opin- 
ion they.do not conflict.

That amendment, adopted in 
1950, fixed a ceiling on the num- 
ber of federal employes and es- 
tablished some restrictions on 
promotions. 

Probation Period. 

Under the new plan, each new 
federal employe appointed in 
the competitive civil service 
process will serve a three-year 
period, including a one-year pro- 
bationary period, during which 
he will be in “cafeer-conditional” 
status. 

If the employe remains with 
the Government at the end of 
three years, he will move into 
the career group “and will have 
a top claim on continued employ- 
ment,” the White House said. It 
added, that the plan will work in 
the same way for “indefinite” 
employes already on ihe rolls. 
Workers in that group, if ap- 
pointed under the regular civil 
service examining process, will 
automatically obtain either ca- 
reer status or career conditional 
status pending on whether 
they haVe completed tHree years 
of continuous employment.

Because 
good service depends on skilled 
mechanics, the facilities of the 
training centers will be devoted 
to training and retraining our 
dealers’ mechanics.”

Within framework of’ overall 
policy, the divisional general 
manager is a man of decision in 
his particular domain. His job 
is to run his own show. 

He and his staff designs, de- 
velops, manufactures, merchan- 
dizes, advertises and hires and 
trains the help to turn out the 
division’s product or products. 

Whereas divisions buy and sell 
among themselves, no oath of 
allegiance forces a division to 
barter their goods and services 
exclusively inside the GM fam- 


ily. 

A parts division, for instance, 
must face outside competition 
in bids to supply an automo- 
tive division. Or the automo- 
tive division, after scanning the 
partsmaking horizon, may de- 
cide to make the part itself. At 
any rate, a supplier division 
must keep both price and qual- 
ity at par or better for the 
course—or the business will go 
to an outside competitor.

At the same time, a general 
staff executive and his assist- 
ants are charged with keeping 
divisional managers informed 
and in step with latest develop- 
ments. Beyond that the general 


product. It may set up its own 
team to pursue the idea. Or it 
may carry its idea to the labora- 
tories of general staff engineers 
and researchers for further in- 
vestigation and study. 

If the new product idea proves 
feasible, it may fit into the di- 
vision’s production pattern or it 
may call for organization of a 
new division, often staffed by 
men who have nursed the idea 
through infancy. 


Whatever the decison, the 
new product will be refined by 
specialists in manufacturing, de- 
sign, mechanical development, 
marketing and so forth. These, 
men will congregate from gen- 
eral staff groups, research lab- 
oratories, legal section and other 
organizations within GM.

products but also to explore new 
product areas.

Outside the United States and 
Canada General Motors does 
business in 23 countries. 

Indeed, General Motors Over- 
seas Operations Division in 
England, Germany, Belgium and 
Switzerland is getting a $182,- 
000,000 shot in the arm. 


This will be more than a tem- 
porary hypodermic or booster 
shot. During a trip abroad this 
fall, GM President Harlow H. 
Curtice said the new funds 
would: 

1. Double manufacturing fa- 
cilities at Vauxhall Motors Ltd. 
(England) and Adam Opel A.G. 
(Germany), 

2. Do the same for assembly 
facilities at General Motors Con- 
tinental (Belgium) and General 
Motors Suisse S.A. (Switzerland). 

Curtice believes there is a 
big market for cars and trucks 
in Europe, and GM is expand- 
ing “to keep pace with the 
broadening market for cars in 
Europe.” 

“We may have made mistakes 
in General Motors,” he told a 
GM executive group, “but we 
never have made the mistake of 
over-expanding. I am very con- 
fident that our expansions in 
the United States, Canada and 
Europe are very sound and will 
produce outstanding results.” 

Local Demand High. 

GM Overseas carries on its 
operations through locally in- 
corporated subsidiary companies 
and branches and through the 
Foreign Distributors Division in 
all free world areas not cov- 
ered by a subsidiary. 

Manufacturing subsidiaries in 
England, Germany and Australia 
(General Motors-Holden’s Lim- 
ited) produce confplete vehicles. 

General Motors Limited in 
England, Adam Opel and Gen- 
eral Motors (France) build 
Frigidaire household and me- 
chanical units. GM Limited 
and GM (France) also manufac- 
ture spark plugs and automo- 
tive accessories. 

Plants for assembly of vehicles 
exported by G.M.’s plants in the 
United States and Canada, as 
well as those from the plants in 
England and Germany, are sit- 
uated in Argentina, Australia, 
Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, Mex- 
ico, New Zealand, Pakistan, 
Peru, South Africa, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Uruguay and Vene- 
zuela. 

Local demand for the Holden 
car manufactured in Australia 
since 1948 has so far precluded 
its export despite continued ex- 
pansion of its manufacturing fa- 
cilities, 

Many of these assembly plants 
carry on limited manufacturing 
operations for production of 
such items as truck cabs, com- 
mercial and bus bodies, leaf 
Springs, storage batteries, ve- 
hicle radiators, Frigidaire cabi- 
nets and electric ranges. 

Distribute Exports, Too. 

In addition, they and the For- 
eign Distributors Division are 
responsible for distribution of 
the corporation’s United States 
manufactured non-vehicle prod- 
ucts including Frigidaire house- 
hold and commercial refriger- 
ators and home appliances; au- 
tomotive parts and accessories: 
Diesel power and industrial 
a : 

Mi. Overseas division is a 
responsible for sale of G.M. oe 
sel-electric locomotives overseas. 

Currently G.M. overseas em- 
Ploys approximately 79,000 men 
and women—98 per cent of 
whom are local nationals. 

The importance to G.M. of its 
manufacturing operations abroad 
is best illustrated by the fact 
that despite a downtrend in ex- 
port and sale of American- 
source vehicles since the early 
1930s, the overseas division has 
been able to maintain and even 
to improve its competitive posi- 
tion in markets abroad.

Furthermore, these eal! 
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turing plants provide an alter- 
nate source upon which the 
overseas assembly plants can 
draw for those markets where 
sales of American products are 
limited by preference for the 
smaller type car or by insuffi- 
cient allocations of dollar ex- 
change and other restrictions. 


The overseas expansion pro- 
gram that Curtice announced is 
by no means confined to GM’s 
European operations. In August 
the Australian subsidiary (GM- 
Holden’s Ltd.) revealed an ex- 
pansion of 7,250,000 Australian 
pounds ($16,300,000), mainly de- 
voted to increasing manufactur- 
ing capacity for the Holden car. 


In 1953 the Overseas Opera- 
tions Division’s sales of cars and 
trucks in markets abroad from 
all sources totaled 394,259 units. 


This represented an increase 
of 16 per cent over 1952, de- 
spite a further decline in the 
sales of vehicles from‘ GM’s 
United States and Canadian 
plants. 

Of this total 132,007 vehicles 
were from American sources, an 
11 per cent decline from 1952. 
Of the remainder, 44,175 repre- 
sented sales of Holden passen- 
ger cars and utility vans in Aus- 
tralia, while Vauxhall Motors 
Ltd. and Adam Opel A.G. split 
the balance about evenly at ap- 
proximately 110,000 each. 


For the first nine months of 
1954 unit sales abroad of Amer- 
ican-source vehicles are run- 
ning about the same as in 1953, 
while sales from Vauxhall, Opel 
and Holden’s are running about 
36 per cent higher than the 
same period of 1953. 

Historically GM Overseas Op- 
erations Division is among the 
relative ancients of the corpo- 
ration—43 years of age. Three 
years after General Motors Com- 
pany had been formed in 1908, 
a company was organized to 
handle its export business. * 

On its birthdate the original 
organization was christened GM 
Export Co. The new company 
elected to handle Buick and in 
its first five months it did a 
$121,897 business. By the end 
of 1912 business went over the 
$1,000,000 mark. 

As its business increased it 
began to take on other GM 
lines, and when GM Co. was 
organized into a corporation in 
1917, GM Overseas became one 
of its divisions. 


HOLDERS OF G.M.

The army of General Motors 
stockholders numbers almost a 
half million. At the close of 
1953 it totaled 494,632. 

A profile of this army of GM 
owners actually is a broad cross- 
— of the nation’s social or- 

er. 

Those possessing owner inter- 
est in GM are farmers, students, 
pensioners, families in all age 
groups, widows and widowers, 
housewives, professional. men 
and women, wage earners—rep- 
resentatives of virtually every 
economic group. 

Approximately 69,000 of these 
have become stockholders since 
World War II, whereas many 
others have been on the stock- 
holder roll call for 30 or more 
years. | 

Most shareholders are indi- 
viduals. Other shares are reg- 
istered in names of more than 
40,000 institutions — insurance 
companies mindful of policy- 
holders’ interests, estates and 
trusts, hospitals and founda- 
tions, endowed colleges and 
churches, cultural and fraternal 
institutions. 

Still other shareholders are 
partnerships and incorporated 
businesses. Of these E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. is larg- 
est with 23 per cent of GM’s 
outstanding common stock. This 
investment is shared by 146,000 
owners of du Pont. 

Further statistical breakdown 
shows that nearly two fifths of 
common stockholders have 25 
shares or less. No indi 
the other hand, owns as much 
as 1.5 per cent of the outstand- 
ing common stock.

The team spirit for which 
General Motors men and women 
are known carries over onto the 
playing field. 

At almost any General Motors 
location are ardent groups of 
stamp collectors, bowlers, cam- 
era bugs or horseshoe pitchers 
banded together to pursue their 
outside interests and skills. 

To help in forming these in- 
terested groups, virtually all 
General Motors plants sponsor 
recreation programs for their 
employes. A icin ; 

Although these programs reg- 
ularly encompass a wide range 
of athletic, social and cultural 
activities, the deciding factor in 
each case is employe interest. 

Sometimes an activity which 
has proved extremely popular 
with employes at one General 
Motors location will have no 
takers anywhere else. In that 
case, it is out. Then, too, local 
facilities often are a factor espe- 
cially with athletic programs. 

Year in and year out, the 
most popular sport among Gen- 
eral Motors employes is bowl- 
ing. In season, there are 400 
bowling leagues in which ap- 
proximately 20,000 General Mo- 
tors men and women partici- 
pate. Close on the heels of 
bowling in popularity come soft- 
ball and golf. an 

While some employes have es- 
tablished outstanding records in 
their chosen sports, General 
Motors recreation programs ca- 
ter no more to experts than to 


dubs. The whole idea is for 


pants to get fun and re- 
axation. 


Beginners Are Welcome. 
If they happen to be begin- 


ners, they are just as welcome 
to take part as are players of 
long experience. Although em- 
hasis is on participation by as 
many employes as possible, cer- 
tain activities by their ,nature 
are primarily spectator sports. 
In such cases, fans seem to take 
just as much interest and have 
as much fun as the players. 


For persons less inclined to- 
ward athletics, social activities 
are an important part of the 
recreation program. They in- 
clude such doings as; Picnics, 
Christmas parties, card clubs, 
dances and other special enter- 
tainment programs. 

Frequently these activities 
provide opportunity for employe 
families, as well as employes 
themselves, to enjoy wholesome 
entertainment and at the same 
time become better acquainted. 

For one reason or another, the 
recent trend is toward greater 
participation in so-called cul- 
tural activities. They include 
such groups as model railroad- 
ers, choral groups, book clubs, 
garden clubs—to mention a few. 

Consciously or otherwise, em- 
ployes seem to be looking for 


activities that will provide stim-| 
ulating and perhaps profitable 
interest after retirement. 

In this connection, success of 
employe hobby shows at G.M. 
locations has been outstanding.|

Division produced more than 
31,000,000 vehicles and for 20 
years has led in car 
and truck sales, compared to 
some companies it is a Johnny- 
come-lately in the automotive 
field.

Factory Moved to Flint. 

From all indications Durant 
had no definite objective when 
he commissioned Chevrolet to 
design four and_ six-cylinder 
cars in a garage on Grand river 
avenue in Detroit. He had, of 
course, recently lost out at Gen- 
eral Motors, but to suggest that 
he could produce from scratch 
a car that could eventually 
buck the powerful Buick-Olds- 
Cadillac-Oakland combine was 
too fantastic even from a broad- 
screen dreamer like Durant. 

At the beginning, the finan- 
cier’s confidence in his new ven- 
ture was so low that he didn’t 
even pay much attention to the 
name of. the car. First four- 
cylinder ‘models were “Littles,” 
after the company’s general 
manager. Chevrolets didn’t roll 
into the market until the factory 
was moved to Flint, Mich., in 
1912.

India’s objection to the U.N. resolution on 


“atoms for peace;” which temporarily held up 
passage after the Russians apparently were 
ready to vote for it, calls attention to one 
neglected aspect of the plan. This is the am- 
biguity of the relations between the proposed 
international atomic agency and the U.N. 

Though the proposal for such an agency was 
made at the U.N., it is not to be a U.N. agency 
strictly speaking. It will be set up by a treaty 
to be signed by the “principal” powers which 
either possess atomic raw materials or operate 
advanced atomic energy programs. 

In other words, the membership will be de- 
termined uot by the United Nations but by cer- 
tain powers, each of which possesses an auto- 
matic “veto” on other members through its free- 
dom to reject the treaty itself. 

As contemplated by the United States, the 


_ initial members of the agency will be the United 


States, Britain, France, Canada, Australia, Bel- 
gium, South Africa, Portugal and the Soviet 
Union. The Russians, though they may be ready 
to back the resolution, have not yet indicated that 
they are ready to join the agency. 

India wanted the resolution amended so that 


all nations “willing and able” to participate . 


should become charter members of the agency. 
The purpose, quite frankly, was to qualify India 
herself for membership. 

Ambassador Lodge flatly opposed the Indian 
amendment, and he may have been justified. 
But this does not dispose of the disturbing ques- 
tion: why does the United States wish to keep 
India out of membership in the atomic agency? 

As a producer of thorium, India certainly 
possesses atomic raw materials, and so would 
appear to have as good a claim on membership 
as Portugal. Belgium or South Africa. With the 
exception of Russia, no Asian powers are on the 
roster of prospective members. Would it not 
be wise to have Asia directly represented—and 
if so, why not by India? 

As Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon remarked 
ie: his St. Louis address at the Liberal Forum 
Sunday night, Asia is the place to watch for 
great decisions that may mean peace or war for 
the future. Our policy should be to develop 
India as a non-Communist leader of Asia. 

We hope that the membership question will 
not delay passage of the resolution. We also 
hope that the already strained relations between 
India and the United States are not further 
complicated by an unnecessary affront to India 
in the atomic field.

Foreign , Minister Molotoys latest attempt to 
stall ratification of ,the Aflantic community's 
defense accords was so perfunctory that it hardly 
could have been taken seriously even by him. 

Having proposed a meeting with the Western 
powers for Nov. 29——a date so early that no such 
meeting could possibly be set up—he next of- 
fered to “delay” it if the West would delay rati- 
fication of the pacts bringing Bonn into NATO. 

This was such a clear case of trying to trade 
nothing for something that Premier Mendes- 
France and other Western leaders were right to 
reject it with some contempt. 

Ratification must go forward. The Western 
leaders are unanimous on that. But if Mr. Molo- 
tov and his colleagues in Moscow are serious 
about wanting to negotiate a European security 
settlement, they now know that negotiation is 
possible next year—after ratification of the West- 
ern pacts, but before German rearmament has 
actually begun. 

Secretary Dulles and Premier Mendes-France, 
in the communique concluding their talks, made 
one of the most explicit offers yet of such a 
negotiation. They said the Paris agreements 
“should open the way” for “adequately prepared 
negotiations carried on in good faith.”

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Confirm Judge Harlan 
Many if not most of the new presidential ap-

If 
there is no action, the ninth 
mining seat on the Supreme Court will go un- 
occupied throughout November and December 
and perhaps throughout January as well. That 
would mean an empty seat for more than three 
months right in the heart of the term when 
many cases are set for argument. 

The first major result is the decision of Chief 
Justice Warren and his colleagues to postpone 
further arguments on the school segregation case. 
Until this postponement,*the Supreme Court 
was to hear arguments, Dec. 6, on the implemen- 
tation of its historic devision of last May striking 
down, as unconstitutional, racial discrimination 
in public education. The revision of the court's 
calendar is a recognition that judicial acts of 
such impértance should be by a full court. 

Moreover, in the segregation case, there would 
be a noteworthy fitness in having Judge Harlan 
on the bench that raised the capstone, For it 
was hig grandfather, the great Justice John 
Marshall Harlan of Kentucky on the Supreme 
bench in 1877 to 1911, who was the only dissenter 
in the 1896 Plessy case which approved Jim Crow 
cars. Harlan’s brave protest against “the wrong 
done that day” is now the law of the land. 

To have a second John Marshall Harlan—and a 
grandson at that—when the issues comes up fi- 
nally would be a rarely fitting historical occur- 
rence. 


The Jackson vacancy has already cost the . 


Supreme Court the ability to participate effec- 
tively in at least one important case—that 
brought by the widow of the late Sgt. John Rice 
who was killed in Army service in Korea. Mrs. 
Evelyn Rice attempted to bury her husband’s 
body in the Sioux City Memorial Park Cemetery 
with which she had a contract for a grave. But 
after a service at the graveside, the cemetery 
refused to permit his body to be lowered into the 
vault because he was an American Indian and a 
section of the contract restricted the cemetery 
to “Caucasians.” 

The widow inevitably suffered “humiliation 
and mental suffering” and took her case to the 
courts for redress. She contended that the U.N. 
Charter calls on the member nations to promote 
“universal respect for, and observance of, human 
rights and fundamental freedoms for all, without 
distinction as to race, sex, language or religion.” 
The Iowa Supreme Court sustained tiie restric- 
tive covenant and the Supreme Court in Wash- 
ington, with the Jackson seat empty, divided 
4-to-4. Thus the lower court ruling stands. 

A citizen who goes to the expense and trouble 
of carrying a case to the Supreme Court is en- 
titled to a Supreme Court determination. Since 
Judge Harlan was confirmed for the Federal 
Court of Appeals earlier this year, he undoubted- 
ly will be confirmed just as soon as his 
name comes up in the Senate again. The Judi- 
clary Committee should act in this week of 
recess. The Harlan appointment should be con- 
firmed at the earliest possible date, | 

Money to Make Parole Wor 

For the protection of its citizens, as well as 
for the reclamation of its crimina] defectives, . 
Missouri should have more and better paid 
parole officers, as the Probation and Parole 
Board requests. Funds are being asked of the 
Legislature to increase the present 14-man field 
staff by 10 or 12, and to increase the lower 
brackets of a $260-to-$315 a month pay scale. 

Missourians were shocked when they learned 
that the parole officer responsible for Carl Aus- 
tin Hall, who became the kidnap-killer of little 
Bobby Greenlease, had more than 100 parolees 
to supervise. Fifty is the maximum prescribed 
by the National Probation and Parole Association. 


Even that is a pretty high maximum, for more ~ 


and more of parole officers’ time is being taken 
up with pre-parole investigations for the courts. 
A starting salary of about $65 a week must also 


. serve as a rather sharp limitation on the caliber 


of men who can be attracted to the work. 

Our parole system sadly needs reinforcement. 
Missouri's legislators could hardly spend the 
needed money better than by improving the 
quality of the supervision under which convicts 
are assisted in making the hard transition from 
prison life to the life of free, responsible men. 
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Plight of 3,000,000 

When legislation on immigration comes up 
in the Eighty-fourth Congress, the plight of 
those who are knocking in vain at our doors 
is not the only one to be considered. There is 
also the plight of approximately 3,000,000 resi- 
dents of the United States who are not citizens. 

Under the McCarran-Walter Act they are re- 
quired to carry an alien registration receipt 
card on their persons at all times, and to report 
any change of residence to the Attorney General 
within 10 days. Violation of either of these re- 
quirements iz a crime, punishable by fine, im- 
prisonment or deportation. 

Surely these are burdensome demands on 
law-abiding people, and painfully reminiscent of 
Nazi, Fascist and Communist methods. The 
new Congress should ‘give earnest consideration 
to alleviating them. :

| Cautious Approach to Russia’s New Line 


WASHINGTON. 


T IS POSSIBLE to present some of the factors in the present 

state of mind and of affairs in Russia that has prompted the 

careful and cautious look which our Government now is giving 
to the problem of “peaceful co-existence.” 


The analysis, which suggests 
for the West certain advantages 
as well as potential long-term 
dangers, is. woven out of reports 
by diplomats as , vis 
well as trained ; 
observers out- . 
side of diplo* 
macy who re- 
cently have 
taken a fresh 
glance at Russia 


and materially, and the distribu- 
tion among her people of mate- 
rial benefits. That likewise 
offers a way for Russia’s rulers 
to keep a hola on their people. 
War would, of course, destroy all 
that. 

Communism was ence a fa- 
natic sort of religion that 
sparked a savage revolution that 
reacted all over the world, as 
it still does} Now, however, it

These changes are both in in- 
ternal policy and in approach to 
the rest of the world; though, it 
is warned, no discernible change 
in logg-range objective which is 
still the spread. of Communism 
throughout the world—but the 
last by the familiar means of 
infiltration and subversion rather 
than war. 


All Awed by Bomb. 


Russia’s determination to 
avoid war is stressed in all re- 
ports of present Soviet attitudes 
which stress these factors: 


1. The terrific damage Rus- 
sia suffered from World War II, 
of which there are still grue- 
some evidences 10 years after- 
ward which impress visitors who 
are shown them as part of di- 
rected “tours.” 


2. Russia’s kndwledge of the 
hydrogen bomb—which she is 
assumed to have+—convinces her 
rulers, as it does President 
Eisenhower and our officials, 
that nobody could win an atomic 
war, but civilization would be 
destroyed. 


Consequently, Russia has an 
anxiety about her security 
which, some visitors report, 
makes her seek a degree of 
security beyond that which we 
and our Western allies seem to 
regard as necessary for us. Her 
fear of a revived Germany is re- 
ported as very real.

Communism Supplanted. 


Russia’s desire for security 
and fear of war have other 
causes deriving from her im- 
proved economy and the mate- 
rial progress she is making. 
Whether wholly tenable or not, 
there is a theory of what has 
happened in Russia which is 
interesting and perhaps helpful 
in assessing her current atti- 
tudes. 

According to this theory, Com- 
munism has been supplanted as 
the great driving force by an- 
other force, materialism, the 


is accepted and unchallenged 
doctrine in Russia and, if the re- 
ligion simile is. continued, it is 
like an established state church. 
The present generation of Rus- 
sians has known nothing but 
Communism. , 


Fighting Fervor Gone. 


Russia’s rulers, too, are a dif- 
ferent breed in some ways be- 
cause of different backgrounds 
than their predecessors. Jos- 
eph Stalin grew up a hounded, 
persecuted, hunted revolution- 
ary who was at war with estab- 
lished society, a victim’ of vio- 
ence ~who used violence, him- 
self, naturally. P 

The new regime coming up 
in Russia lacks the same revo- 
lutionary character. It is com- 
posed of men who have become 
heirs to a solid and substantial 
government, now firmly estab- 
lished. They are moved by the 
ambition to build Russia up ma- 
terially on this foundation. 
That at least is a theory. It 
does not mean, however, that 
the new order in Russia is any 
more sympathetically inclined 
toward us and the rest of ‘the 
capitalistic world. The new or- 
der still wants to spread Com- 
munism and intends to. It has 
no idea of abandoning subvers- 
ive efforts on behalf of that 
objective. 


The Only Alternative. 


But this it would do while of- 
ficially in a state of “peaceful 
co-existence.” Which brings us 
face to face with the great dan- 
ger to us of the West. If we 
should let ourselves be lulled 
into a false feeling of security 
because of Russia’s change of 
tactics and thus open the way 
for Russia, as Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, put it, to nib- 
ble away at our allies. 
There is, however, no reason 
why we should not be capable 
of keeping alert, maintaining 
our defenses — military, moral 
and spiritual — and preserving 
our own free world. 
In fact, if we couldn’t do that, 
then we.are not worthy of our 
history and our tradition, and 
therefore not worthy of being 
saved. 

There’s only one alternative— 
atomic war, and that would be

The 
message was addressed to the 
9,000,000 members of the church. 

“The historic decision of the 
Supreme Court abolishing segre- 
gation in the public school sys- 
tem is in keeping with the atti- 
tude of the Methodist Church,” 
the bishops said. “In our offi- 
cial pronouncements, including 
the social creed and the episco- 
pal address adopted by the 1952 
general conference, our position 
has been clearly stated.”

A plea for fragments that may 
have dropped from what is 
thought to have been a meteor 
passing northeast of St. Louis 
Saturday at 12:08 a.m. was is- 
sued today by Edwin C.: Friton, 
regional director of the Ameri- 
can Meteor Society.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP)—~— 
The scramble for lucrative bow] 
berths was not over by any 
means today, but no matter how 
the final pairings line up the

place. 


The Rose Bowl is the only 
one of the four big post-season 
extravaganzas filled. It will pit 
twice-beaten Southern Cali- 
fornia against mighty Ohio 
State.

Arkansas in Cotton Bowl. 

Two other teams emerged with 
bowl assignments as the final 
whistle blew on the last big 
weekend of 1954—Arkansas as 
the Cotton Bowl host and Ne- 
braska as the visitor for the 
Orange Bowl. But both sneaked 
in the back door. 

Arkansas was defeated by 
Louisiana State, 7-6, in a non- 
conference game, and Nebraska 
suffered a 55-7 pasting at the 
hands of Oklahoma, in the Big 
Seven Conference.

Dr. Becker’s hos- 
ART BUCHWALD pital, which is spon- 
sored by the Africa Inland Mission, is located 
in the-small town of Oicha, in the heart of the 
pygmy country. Originally the hospital was 
founded for the pygmies, but as time went by 
the mission was forced to take care of other 
natives, who now number 1300 patients a day. 
The hospital, which is really just a series of 
rimitive one-story buildings and. shacks built 
y the missionaries themselves, includes a leper 
colony where 500 lepers are cared for, and a 
tuberculosis hospital where 250 patients live. 
There are beds for tropical diseases, venereal 
diseases, polio and major operations of all soris. 

Dr. Becker is the only doctor at Oicha.

IN ORDER to take care of the natives, the 
doctor, who receives no money from the Belgian 
Government and operates on a budget of $25,000 
a year, has trained Africans to do minor surgery 
and many of the other medical jobs. He himself 
performs from 10 to 20 major operations a week. 
Besides looking after all the serious illnesses of 
the natives, he supervises the construction of 
new buildings, and dévotes many added hours 
to missionary work. 

“This may look very primitive to you,” he 
said,“‘and you may be shocked by what you see, 
but the main thing is we get results. If I had 
known when I first came here what I know now, 
I don’t think I would have had, the courage to 
come. We built this hospital from nothing. Every 
year we have no idea where our next year’s 
money is coming from. We have to put our trust 
in the Lord. We’ve made it every year, but I 
always wonder how we've done it. « 

“We've treated practically every. known tropi- 
cal disease: There is so much more to be done, 
but you have to do what you can with what you 
have. Besides this hospital I have to cover an 
area of 5000 square miles visiting our dispen- 
saries, which are run by African natives.” 


DR. BECKER HAS eight American mission- 
aries to help him in his work. Two of the women 
sin the group take care of lepers, and his wife 
is in charge of the makeshift pharmacy. 

We asked him if he coyld do more if he had 
more money. 

“It’s not so much a question of money now, 
- though the Lord knows we can always use some. 
It’s more a question of finding people who will 
come out here to work with us. Many young 
doctors came to me when I visited the United 
States and said they wanted to come to the 
Congo. But they asked how much salary they 
would receive and what the pension arrange- 
ments were. I had to tell them there was no 
salary and no pension. We receive an allowance 
of $60 a month from the mission. Under these 
conditions, very few want to come. When a doc- 
tor does come out, there are so many posts to 
be filled we can’t afford to have two doctors at 
one station.”

DR. BECKER ESTIMATES it costs the mis- 
sion about two cents a visit per patient at his 
hospital. The patients often leave gifts of food 
and money. The lepers and some of the TB 
patients who.are healthy enough are given small 
gardens where they can raise vegetables for 
themselves. Many native women. die in child- 
birth and the doctor also runs an orphanage. 
When the children are old enough they are sent 
back to their tribes. | 

Special priority is given to the pygmies, who 
are still hesitant about coming to the hospital 
for treatment. 

“They're very frightened and we're trying to 
build up their confidence,” he said. “People 
think that pygmies are different from other 
races but they’re not: They have the same dis- 
eases, but because of their living conditions they 
are much more susceptible to pneumonia and 
tuberculosis.”

DR, BECKER CONSIDERS the spiritual side 
of his work as important as the medical side. 
Services are held in the wards every morning 
and native evangelists are in constant touch with 
the patients. 

The doctor’s fame has spread all over the 
Congo and many Europeans come to him for 
treatment. 

He said that many people at home think he’s 
foolish to stay in the Congo. “On my visit to 
America recently I met a classmate of mine at 
a reunion who had grown very rich from his 


practice. 
“He tried to talk’ me into staying home and, 


setting up practice there. He said, ‘What are 
you getting out of‘it for yourself?’ 

“It was hard for me to explain it to him, but 
T feel I've gotten-so much more out of my life 
than he has. I expect to stay in the Congo for 
the rest of my’ life.” 

The doctor had to go back to his patients and 
we said goodby. But we couldn't help thinking 
as we left Oicha that America had its own Dr.

Contact Lenses

OME actors, public speakers and athletes wear glasses, 

though you cannot see them, They wear contact lenses 

—bits of plastic or glass inserted against the eyeball 
under the eyelid.

A few years ago, when these lenses were first devel- 
oped, a few doctors and more reporters thought they might 
replace visible spectacles. What is the present status of 
these invisible glasses?

The doctors questioned had much experience with contact 
lenses. 

Not all ophthalmologists or optometrists are experienced 
in fitting these lenses.

A NEW high school textbook, “Teenagers” (Scott, 
Foresman & Co., Chicago, $3.60, 1954), publishes the out- 
dine of a panel discussion in which the two generations 
agreed on these 13 points: 

1. Teen-agers should tell their parents where they are 
going, with whom, and when they expect to return. If there 
is any change in plans, parents should be notified. 

2. Parents and teen-agers should talk over what jobs 
are necessary and agree upon how to divide them. Home 
duties for teen-agers should not be limited to the “clean- 
ing-up” jobs. 

3. All parties should have chaperons. When teen-agers 
entertain at home, one or both of the parents or some other 
adult should be on hand but should keep in the background. 

4, Parties should be limited chiefly to weekends, es- 
pecially Friday and Saturday nights. The hour at which 
parties should end should be agreed on. There should be 
no party “crashing.” 

5. Smoking is not healthful for teen-agers. 

6. Drinking is “out.” It is both unsafe and unwise for 
teen-agers to drink. 

7. Narcotics are dangerous and under no circumstance 
should be tried, 

8. Teen-agers should try to see that their parents know 
their friends. Parents should try to make friends welcome 
in the home whenever possible. ; 

9. It’s a good plan for teen-agers to treat parents with 
the same consideration that they accord to their own best 
friends—and for parents to treat teen-agers considerately, 
too. 

10. Attending church as a family group is desirable. 
11, It helps to be able to talk over family problems 
objectively. 

12. Problems concerning money and allowances should 
be talked over and an agreement reached based on the

"Me, My Raft and the Sea’ 


Long Voyage Is Ended at Pago Pago 


Search Ship Finally Sights Willis, Tows Raft to American Samoa for Warm Reception

By William Willis 


FTER sailing my raft for 16 

weeks across 6400 empty 

miles of the Pacific I had 
reached the Samoan Islands, the 
heart of Polynesia—my destina- 
tion. Here were the islands where 
I planned to land and to see what 
people looked like after long 
months of solitude. But it didn’t 
turn out to be quite so easy. In- 
deed I experienced the most 
shattering moment of the voyage 
off the coast of Tutuila, the main 
island in American Samoa. 

I was to be forced to leave 
American Samoa astern and set 
sail for British Samoa, while fac- 
ing the prospect of having to go 
on yet another ‘700 miles to the 
Fijis before the help I needed to 
land finally reached me. 

Those Jast days of my 115-day 
voyage were crowded with 
events. Confronting me at every 
island were the dangerous coral 
reefs, on whose rust-red walls 
the waves pounded themselves 
into white foam. 

I had always to stay north of 
the islands, for the winds from 
the southeast and south would 
almost surely have trapped and 
wrecked me if ever I moved 
to the southerly side. And I had 
to find an opening through the 
coral—that was the _ greatest 
problem. 

It was 6:15 p.m. on Oct. 11 
when I sighted the Samoan 
island of Tau—the first land I'd 
seen since passing Flint island 
on Sept. 18. About 50 miles 
away, Tau’s mountain, 3056 feet 
high, rose like a dome out of 
the sea. Perhaps I could land 
somewhere along its coast. 

Night blotted out the island 
about half an hour later, and I 
made plans for approaching it 
the following day. After blow- 
ing so long from the southeast, 
the wind had now become more 
southerly. This was unfavorable 
in two ways. For one thing, I 
was moving toward Tau from 
the northeast, and although it 
bore 200 degrees on my mag- 
netic compass, the best I could 
do against the crosswind was to 
steer from 210 to 220 degrees. 
Then, too, the wind tended to 
drive me away from the shore 
where I hoped to end my jour- 
ney. 

But it was not a night to be 
sad. There was a full moon 
that blazed among the squall 
clouds. The sailing directions 
for the South Pacific—the of- 
ficial guide for mariners—told 
me that the village of Fitiuta 
was on Tau. I hoped the na- 
tives there would help me reach 
Pago Pago, the Samoan capital. 

My radio transmitter, since I 
could operate the generator with 
only one hand while tapping out 
messages with the other, lacked 
the power to reach long distances 
—this I had concluded long ago 
after many tests. 


But perhaps I might be able 
to send a signal that would be 
received at least a few miles 
away. Ever since Sept. 27, when 
I passed the 160th meridian with 
Samoa still 600 miles away, I 
had flashed the information that 
I was coming and requested that 
a boat be ready to show me 
through the reefs. 


Now I was five miles away 
from Tau. There was no boat, 
no plane. My messages must 
not have been received. But at 
7:45 that morning I tried again. 
I gave only my distance from Tau 
= said that I needed help to 
and. 


About 11 o’clock, Tau was very 
close. I looked at it through 
my binoculars—the rugged coast 
rising steeply from the sea,

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islands and I knew there was 
another stormy night ahead. 

There was no harbor for me 
and my “Seven Little Sisters” 
yet. But somewhere I'd find a 
beach on which to nose up the 
bow or a sheltered place to an- 
chor. Tutuila, the next and last 
of the American Samoas, is a 
big island, 17 miles long in an 
east-northeast direction, and five 
miles wide. It seemed a good 
prospect. I'd come a good many 
miles across the Pacific, I rea- 
soned with myself, and shouldn't 
be concerned about a mere 55 
miles more. 

That night brought a heavy 
following sea and shifting winds, 
and it took me a long time to 
get the raft trimmed just right. 
By the first light of morning I 
saw the faint outline of Tau 
behind me, but it soon disap- 
peared. Ahead were massive 
squall clouds. 


At 9:15 a.m. that day, Oct. 13, 
I sighted Tutuila about 25 miles 
away and bearing a little to my 
left. I at once sent a message— 
again giving my distance from 
the island and requesting a boat 
to guide me through the reefs. 

I then put my transmitter 
away, disconnecting the ground 
wires and antenna and screwing 
down the top. I saw no boat or 
plane looking for me. I did not 
believe this latest message had 
been received any more than the 
others. I made up my mind I'd 
have to find my own landing 
place. 

It was only later that I 
learned the signal was picked 
up — at the British island of 
Rarotonga, some 650 miles to 
the southeast. I had no way of 
knowing that Rarotonga had 
alerted Pago Pago, the town on 
Tutuila, where officials were 
just then getting a search under 
way. 

Tutuila is a rugged island, 
with a precipitous north coast 
and a wooded mountain ridge 
that rises several thousand feet. 
About 2 p.m. I had come very 
close, within perhaps 500 yards 
of the northern shore, and be- 
gan following it. As I knew 
from my, saili guide, Pago 
Pago had a fine harbor—but on 
the south shore, which I could 
not reach without risking an 
almost certain wreck.

SAILED as close as I could 

to Tutuila’s northern shore, 

looking for an opening in the 
reef or some sheltered bay into 
which I could run. The wind 
and sea kept trying to push me 
off, but at some places I man- 
aged to get within 100 yards of 
the coral. 

The wind remained strong. I 
asked myself: Should I go on in 
against the sharp w and

possessions, but I had to do the 
best I could. 


The wind and sea had become 
rather light, but now were be- 
ginning to pick up again as I 
moved away from the sheltering 
Tutuila. Behind me I could still 
see the island plainly. I plotted 
the immediate future; I would, 
if it seemer possible under the 
conditions, drop anchor off 
Upolu, ride my canoe into one 
of the many bays on the north 
shore, and find some natives 
who would help me bring in the 
raft. If this proved out of the 
question, then I would go on to 
the Fiji islands—700 miles 
farther. 


I was making the west-north- 
west: course for Upolu, and at 
8 a.m. I sighted it. Now that I 
was in the open sea again, I had 
a little time to spare and I 
shaved—something I’d done with 
fair regularity all through the 
voyage. I felt I was certain to 
make land on this next island, 
and I wanted to be ready. 

ft had just put my shaving 
equipment away when I hap- 
pened to look behind the raft, 
east toward Tutuila. I stared, 
shocked. There was a speck on 
the ocean—a ship. I was hardly 
able to believe my eyes, Were 
there still ships in the world? 
It was the first I'd seen—indeed, 
the first substantial sign of hu- 
man life—since the Peruvian 
minesweeper San Martin left 
after towing me out from Callao 
114 days before. 

I grasped my binoculars for 
a better look. The white hull, 
buff-painted masts and one buff 
boom sticking over the side 
came up clearly. The boom 
made me think it was a small 
British inter-island freighter. It 
seemed to be heading for Upolu, 
leaving Tutuila behind, even as 
I was. 


to the Upolu capital of Apia, re- 
questing that a boat be sent to 

ow me a way through the 
reefs. But if this were by any 
chance an American ship sent 
from Tutuila, then it would come 
directly toward me. 
my flag to show my nationality. 
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He introduced himself as Dr. 


‘ Dean Smith, a surgeon from 


Binghamton, N.Y., whose yacht 
was in Pago Pago harbor on 
an around-the-world cruise. 

Gov. Richard Lowe had asked 
the doctor to join the search 
ship and see if I needed medical 
assistance. The Manua-Tele 
sent over a fishline with a 
board on the end to which we 
could nai] messages with water- 
proof paper tacked on top. The 
doctor sent over a note: “Willis 
is in better shape than I am.” 

I was a little thinner than 
usual, and burned by the sun, 
but I certainly felt well enough. 
It was about 11 a.m. when we 
swung around and headed’ for 
Pago Pago on the far end of the 
island, about 60 miles away. We 
reached it at 1:38 a.m. the next 
day, Oct, 15. 

How did this feel—this arrival 
after such a long spell at sea? 
I have been asked this many 
times. But it is not easy to an- 
swer. I do not show emotions 
easily. But it had been a long 
voyage with many trials, and now 
it was over. For one thing, as 
I analyze my thoughts, there 
may have been, as strange as 
this may sound, just a trace of 
disappointment that the trip 
which had occupied all my inter- 
est and hopes and energies for 
so long had finally ended. But 
then, perhaps deep down, I was 
simply overcome. It was the su- 
preme moment of my life. 

While the Manua-Tele was ap- 
proaching, and I knew it had 
come for me, who was there 
close enough to see the expres- 
sion in my eyes, or hear how 
my voice sounded in my throat? 
Meekie wes with me then; only 
she could see.

LL the way to Pago Pago we 
A towed against the wind, and 

the spray came over con- 
tinuously. Dr. Smith and I sat 
with our backs against the cabin 
and a blanket around us. We 
talked a little, but about small 
things—how I felt and some of 
my experiences. I remember 
particularly telling him, in re- 
sponse to some questions, how 
since the sixth week I'd been 
drinking some sea water. 

Several times the towline 
broke. Finally we swung into 
the harbor of Pago Pago — a 
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magnificent anchorage which is 
actually a volcanic crater on 
which one side has fallen away. 
All the wind had died by now 
and there was no sea. A dock 
was ahead. The Manua-Tele let 
go and a launch came alongside 
and very slowly began to push 
my raft. 

I saw that there was a recep- 
tion awaiting me on the dock. 
The crowd seemed to become 
very quiet as the raft ap- 
proached, The moment had ar- 
rived which was the counterpart 
of departure from Callao. Fif- 
teen feet, and then. 10. I was 
conscious of a great many faces. 
We touched, gently.

ILLING hands tied up my 
War and I stepped ashore. 

Gov. Lowe introduced him- 
self and greeted me and a num- 
ber of other officials did the 
same. I was deeply touched by 
the attention. It seemed too 
much. It was a very sudden 
change from my solitary exis- 
tence at sea. 


In Polynesian fashion, the 
Governor’s wife placed leis of 
flowers around my neck, It was 
a busy, tumultuous, very happy 
moment. There was a little 
speech to make into a micro- 
phone, and the Governor's staff 
and some native chiefs to meet. 

Every detail of kindness and 
courtesy seemed to have been 
thought of by my hosts. 

The people of Pago Pago made 
me feel honored and welcome. I 
am grateful for their kindness. 

There were many telegrams. 
I remember a few best: One 
from V. Adm. Roque Saldias, 
Peru’s naval minister, who had 
done so much to help me pre- 
pare the voyage; one from Sir 
George Nelson, chairman of the 
Marconi company, who had so 
kindly given me the radio trans- 
mitter I used on the raft, and 
one from a sailor who had shared 
a watch with me on my last 
ship. 


By the time I was ready to 
leave for Apia, on the island of 
Upolu, where I would catch an 
airplane to Honolulu and then 
on to San Francisco, we decided 
what to do with my raft. It had 
come all the way to Samoa, and 
the Samoans had celebrated the 
end of its journey. I pointed 
out to the officials at Pago Pago 
how it was settling deeper and 
deeper in the water, and either 
it must be taken out or else it 
might sink alongside the dock. 

A meeting of the chiefs and 
Gov. Lowe was held. They de- 
cided that the raft should be 
housed in a Samoan museum 
that would be created for it. 

It seemed appropriate that 
the “Seven Little Sisters,” the

With his hand as freakish as 
it was, East made a very ques- 
tionable decision when he douse 
bled five spades, but it must be 
admitted that this decision 
turned out well. Six hearts or 
six clubs. by East would, of 
course, have been beaten a trick 
by South’s cashing both of his 
aces, whereas East showed a 
small profit at five spades dou- 
bled. This, however, was only 
the actual result — not what 
should have happened, 


West, sensing that the double 
called for a diamond opening, 
led the queen of that suit, and 
when dummy’s king was put up, 
East ruffed and shifted to the 
king of clubs. From that point 
on South had no chance — he 
could not execute a squeeze play 
or any other trick-saving coup, 
and thus lost the first trick and 
eventually two club tricks. 


South overlooked an oute 
standing opportunity in. this 
deal. He should have played 
low from dummy on the open- 
ing lead, cheerfully giving West 
the trick, and if West continued 
with the diamond jack, should 
again duck in dummy. Now, 
regardless of West's play, the 
rest of the tricks would obvious- 
ly belong to South. If West led 
still a third diamond, it would 
be elementary to duck once 
more in dummy and ruff in the 
closed hand, then to draw 
trumps and discard two clubs 
on the well-preserved top dia- 
monds.

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St. Peter sandstone under microscope 


Here is s cutaway drawing of the rock structure 
in which gas will be stored—just as if we had a 
natural gas field in our own back yard. 


Look first at the layerof rock labeled “St. Peter 
sandstone.” This is where the gas is to be stored. 
To the naked eye the sandstone appears to be 
solid rock. But it is really made up of little 
grains of sand with tiny open spaces between 
the grains. Look now at the picture showing the 
sandstone as it appears through a mi¢roscope. 
You can see the spaces and pores in which the 
gas will be stored, 


At the present time, these. pore spaces in the 
sandstone are filled with salt water. When the 


* gas is put in, the water will be pushed back and 


make a tight seal around the edges of the 
reservoir, 

Now look at the rocks above the sandstone 
layer. They are shaped like s dome and form a 
trap in which the gas in the sandstone is kept 
from moving sideways. The layers of rock are 
solid and tight seals that prevent the movement 
of gas up out of the reservoir. 


Except for the fact that this particular sand-. 


stone reservoir has been filled by nature with 
water, the geology here is exactly that of a 
natural gas field. Laclede will make it a gas 
field by putting gas into the sandstone through 
wells as shown in the drawing. The same wells 
will be used to take the gas out of storage and 
put it to use for our community. 


You can see clearly that this storage use of a 
layer of sandstone more than @ quarter of a 
mile underground will not in any way affect the 
surface use of the land. Indeed, it will hardly 
be possible to tell there is a storage field under 
the area. ° ,
